2. My last conversation with Aradi was a most' satisfactory 
one, and if he succeeds in his r plan to travel to the States from 
Italy, you will find that his .attitude is good. 

3* My personal recommendation would be that you consider 
him seriously for future employment. He still has a great deal 
to learn about the Intelligence game, and, in a certain sense, he 
will always be of limited usefulness. However, he has wide contacts,:, 
a strong physique, an aggressive nature and a rather fancy but pre- 
sumably genuine set of ideals. His personality is perhaps his great- 
est asset. If a cover arrangement can be worked out to provide him 
with a trace of prestige and a legitimate entree to medium level pol- 
iticians and intellectuals, he should be able to pay off for several 
years to come. His greatest usefulness will be in Catholic coun- 
tries. ' 0 , . 
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It is my clear understanding that the privileges' and responsi- 
bilities of American citizenship have been offered to me as a re- 
ward for services rendered the United States and her Allies during 
and after the war.
